*\\ V ow ell’s historic past and the significant remainders of its past which exist today has 
C captured the interest of the state and federal governments both of whom have taken action 
towards preserving and displaying this city’s earlier years. The state has already begun preserv- 
ing and beautifying lands around surrounding major historical sites such as the Francis Gate. 

On June 3, 1978, President Carter signed the Lowell National Historic Park Bill which 
allows the appropriation of funds for establishing and operating a national park in Lowell. It 
will be the first park of its kind in the country. 
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Many of the historic sites in Lowell lie along the 5.6 
mile power canal system which was built between 1 822 
and 1848. The canal system with its ancient gatehouses 
and walkways is in remarkably good repair today and is 
one major asset which makes Lowell very unique. Owned 
by one of the nation’s oldest operating corporations , The 
Proprietors of Locks and Canals (1792), the canal system 
is still used to turn hydroelectric turbines around the city 
today. There is no existing water power system like it 
anywhere. 
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“The principal 
manufacturing town in 
the United States is that of 
Lowell ... as regards the amount 
of capital invested for manufacturing 
purposes, the extent of the business, and the 
spirited manner in which it is conducted. And 
here, too, the factory system is perhaps in more perfect 
operation than in any other part of the United States . . . 
and it may, without fear of contradiction, be asserted that the 
factories at Lowell produce a greater quantity of yarn and cloth from each 
spindle and loom (in a given time) than is produced in any other factory 

without exception in the world . . .” 
-A British authority, 1839 
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A National Park in Lowell? 


Fortunately, Lowell isn't the 
beautiful, modernized city we 
would like it to be because too 
often urban renewal and 
modernization projects have given 
cities facelifts while at the same 
time destroying important 
remnants of their past. Lowell is 
like the attic in an old house. The 
trapdoor leading to it has just been 
opened and while at first it may not 
look impressive, there are a lot of 
relics packed with history waiting 
to be undusted and displayed. 
Today the network of waterways 
which once gave Lowell the 
nickname “Venice of America” 
remain intact. The clock-towers 
which have stood silently over 
millyards for too many decades are 
ready to keep time again in a city 
which has turned back the hands of 
time in search of a brighter future. 
With the coming of the state and 
national parks, this city will begin 
to resemble the famed industrial 
milltown Lowell once was. Old but 
strong textile machinery with its 
once marveled water power 
systems may once again weave 
cloth from puffy mounds of cotton 
within the walls of those sturdy red 
brick fortresses we call mills. The 
state has already purchased historic 
properties throughout the city for 
restoration and the National Park 
may encompass the entire 
power canal system along with 


some large mill properties. It is 
possible that future visitors of 
the Lowell Park will travel 
between historic sites using a 
water transportation system on 
the canals and parts of the 
Merrimack River. 



Big plans are being made for 
Lowell; not only because of the 
mills and canal system but 
because Lowell’s history is very 
unique and important. It all 
started just south of the New 
Hampshire Border where the 
Merrimack River discontinues its 
easy peaceful flow and suddenly 
drops 32 feet downward across the 


Pawtucket falls. In the 1820’s men 
saw this 32 foot drop and dreamed 
of all the water wheels that could 
be turned and how the Merrimack 
might as a result turn East 
Chelmsford, a farming community, 
into a new town of textile mills and 
boarding houses. Their dream 
became Lowell, Massachusetts — 
this country’s first planned 
industrial town. In Lowell, 
industry was planned with the lives 
of the workers in mind as well as 
textile production and this made 
for an ideal industrial setting which 
was copied elsewhere. The original 
buildings were well ventilated, 
uncrowded, spaced apart 
structures surrounded by 
waterways and greenery. The 
water power was cheap, endless, 
and best of all nonpolluting. The 
employees lived in company 
owned boardinghouses within 
walking distance of the mills. Many 
people thought that in early Lowell 
a utopian society had almost been 
achieved and although things 
changed for the worse in later 
years early Lowell was a city to be 
proud of. With the Lowell Park 
being established, Lowell and its 
sense of pride will be restored. 

The years ahead may represent 
another turning point in Lowell’s 
history, a turn into the past and a 
rennaisance for the Spindle City.

In 1946, Dr. Olsen began his dis- 
tinguished career with Mas- 
sachusetts State College, later to be 
named the University of Mas- 
sachusetts. 

In 1948 he was selected by the 
President of Lowell Textile Institute 
to join the administrative staff of the 
institute, and he has served in a vari- 
ety of chief administrative positions 
at the institute and at the university 
ever since. 

From 1948 to 1969, he held the 
position of Assistant to the Presi- 
dent of Lowell Textile Institute, 
later named Lowell Technological 
Institute. 

In 1964 the Board of Trustees 
awarded him the honorary degree of 
Doctor of Science in recognition of 
“his building of the Institute.” 

In 1969 he was appointed Execu- 
tive Vice President of the Institute 
and was named Acting President in 
1971, followed by appointment as 
President in 1972. 

In 1975, when Lowell State Col- 
lege and Lowell Technological Insti- 
tute merged, Dr. Olsen was named 
Acting President of the new Univer- 
sity and served almost one year in 
that capacity before resuming his 
present position of Executive Vice 
President of the University of Low- 
ell.

Academically, our students and you, 
our graduates, are showing everyone 
that you have the stuff. Our retention 
rate of students is far ahead of those in 
years gone by — and I men don this 
nly because so many use this as some 
kind of measuring device.

Lowell has become a university city. 
Our faculty, our administration, our 
students are helping with the rebuild- 
ing, with the rebirth of our city. It is 
important that we keep up the momen- 
tum and the progress — we have a lead 
role to play. 

Let me tell you about something that 
is happening on the political scene in 
Massachusetts which will effect not 
only you but the students for years to 
come. It is a study which could affect 
the lifeblood of the University of Low- 
ell for years to come, and it could have a 
bearing on those other items I’ve just 
mentioned. I’d like you to know about 
it. 


Your grade point averages for this 
class look like this: 

. . . 68% of the class received 2.5 
or better; 

• • • 35% of the class received 3.0 
or better; and 

. . . Over 9% of the class was able 
to earn 3.5 or better. 

That’s excellent! 

That shows that you have it where it 
counts! 

In the city itself, we’re moving in 
undreamed-of ways. The important fac- 
tor, however, is that the city of Lowell is 
moving , and you’ve been right in the 
middle of it — you have been part of 
that, too. Could you ever expect a Na- 
tional Historic Park here in Lowell? — 
a Heritage State Park in Lowell? — a 
Computer Center on our campus, a 
brain center for the future? It is really a 
new city springing up from the old city; 
you and all of the faculty are involved in 


First, though, let me give you a brief 
review of higher education in Mas- 
sachusetts — it goes quite a way back. 
For example, Harvard University was 
the first private university to be estab- 
lished — here in Massachusetts — back 
in 1636, and its primary mission then 
was to train men for careers in the 
church and in teaching. Some 200 years 
later, the Land Grant Act was passed by 
the United States Congress giving birth 
to some of our leading state univer- 
sities, but the Land Grant Act colleges 
were established to give education to 
the so-called “laboring classes” with 
subjects in such fields as agriculture, 
military arts and mechanics, those 
things called engineering technology 
today. 

Here in Massachusetts, the Land 
Grant Collegers the University of Mas- 
sachusetts'xwhich in its earlier days, as 
recent as 1946, served as the Mas- 


sachusetts State College at Amherst 
specializing in agriculture subjects. 
Would you believe that until 1946 we 
had an agricultural state college in 
Amherst and that we’ve had a state uni- 
versity by the specific name in this 
commonwealth for only thirty-three 
years! 

Well, here in Lowell, we have our 
university, and, as you know, it sprang 
from the combination of Lowell State 
College and Lowell Technological Insti- 
tute. Lowell State was involved from 
the early 1890’s in teacher training — 

that was the primary activity. Lowell 

bL : Ik 

Tech was in textile manufacturing, pro- 
cessing of textile fibers, fabrics, service 
to the industry which formed the 
backbone of the economy here in Low- 
ell in those days. This went along for 
fifty years or more, and suddenly each 
of the institutions expanded and grew. 

You probably have no idea how 
much these two campuses have changed 
in the time period since 1945 and 1946 
— try to envisage a south campus with 
exactly one building on it — Coburn 
Hall; or the north campus with a quad- 
rangle of four buildings and nothing 
else. The VFW Highway wasn’t there, 
and neither campus had one square foot 
of finished hottopped parking area. 

Would you believe that in 1946 there 
wasn’t one single state-supported 
Community College to be found any- 
where in Massachusetts? But then 
things began to change, and they 
changed rapidly. 

The pressure of veterans returning 
from the second world war demanded 
that new educational programs be es- 
tablished, and they were. Things were 
expanded remarkably in the state and 
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on both of our separate campuses until 
the 1960’s. Then, a comprehensive 
study of education in Massachusetts 
took place. There is no question that it 
was needed. We needed direction, 
coordination and a definition of pur- 
pose. 

In this I960 comprehensive study, a 
single Commissioner of Education was 
replaced by a Board of Higher Educa- 
tion. Also, five major segments of 
publicly-supported higher education 
were established. The University of 
Lowell is one of those five segments. 

One of the matters at issue then was 
degree-granting power. There was 
then, and — as a result of our winning a 
tough scrap — there are still two state- 
supported universities qualifed to grant 
degree through the Ph.D. level — one 
of them is the University of Mas- 
sachusetts, and the other one is the 
University of Lowell. That puts us in 
the big league as far as I’m concerned. 

Today the University of Lowell, be- 
sides being the newest, is the fastest 
growing, publicly-supported university 
in the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts. 

* 

The new study which I mentioned 
has been approved by the Legislature 
and signed by His Excellency, Gover- 
nor Edward J. King. The new study was 
proposed and supported by the princi- 
pal architects of the original study that 
was made fifteen years ago. As with the 
former study, one of the first and 
foremost thoughts was to put every- 
thing together under one big mammoth 
university and “the problems would be 
over.” I, for one, would not like to see 
this happen. 


The University of Lowell’s official 
position with respect to the study will 
depend upon the recommendations of 
the president and the approval of the 
board of trustees. Once that policy de- 
cision is reached, it is then up to us to 
give support to it from all quarters of 
the university. It is fair to say, however, 
that change is coming, and there are 
some good reasons for it. 

Hopefully, the new study will be 
based on what’s best for us academical- 
ly. My observations — after over thirty 
years in this system — are directed to- 
ward management and leadership in 
higher education — not here at the uni- 
versity — but the hierarchy — the 
super structure of education — in Bos- 
ton. 

Every few years our whole structure 
has been disrupted, and new or changed 
systems of control and management 
have been tried. Most of them have 
lasted only a short time, and then 
they’ve been changed again. 

We’ve been at it long enough now to 
know what to do and how to do it. The 
proper application of academic brain 
power to the creation of an educational 
system that will work is what we seem 
to need. 

The students of the University of 
Lowell and the members of the Univer- 
sity of Lowell Alumni Association have 
already survived one major merger. 
Another one of the size and the impact 
of the last one would probably be de- 
structive of the student morale and en- 
thusiasm, as well as of the vitality and 
the strength of our University of Lowell 
Alumni Association. 

Therefore, to help to improve your 

> 


university, I urge you to join the 
Alumni Association — it’s your organi- 
zation. As graduates you’re the only 
ones eligible to be members of it. Not 
only do I urge you to join the Associa- 
tion, but I urge you then to become an 
active member of the Alumni — speak 
as a member of a united group, speak 
with strength and conviction, help your 
university to continue to become one of 
the best to be found anywhere. 

You are now graduating and joining a 
rather special group — you’re profes- 
sionals — ready to assume your role in 
society. Your talent, coupled with all of 
the resources and materials available for 
problem solving, makes your future ex- 
ceptionally bright. 

President Crawford Greenewalt of 
the Dupont Company said: 

“An education is not a single 
entity, developed in a few 
semesters of study and deli- 
vered with the diploma. It is 
a never-ending process built 
up over the years of expo- 
sure and experience. Many 
of the interests which 
broaden and enrich our lives 
and careers are developed 
long after we have left 
school.” 

You join those honored here today, 
with honorary degrees from this uni- 
versity, who have devoted their lives to 
helping people, to solving people prob- 
lems and making communities better 
for all of us. We need you, with your 
professional skills, to serve on commit- 
tees, to be active community leaders, 
and we need you to speak out on im- 
portant issues — at all levels of gov- 
ernment — especially in those areas in 
which you have been specially trained. 


Before I conclude, let me tell you 
one brief story that I heard many years 
ago which impressed me considerably. I 
think that you might find something 
valuable and useful in the message it 
contains: 

Centuries ago, in biblical times, the 
people in a community decided that 
they would build a temple, a beautiful 
temple, which would be a monument 
for all time for the people of this com- 
munity, expressing their pride and their 
faith in one another. The people of the 
community called upon their artisans, 
their craftsmen, to design a beautiful 
temple with spires, magnificent win- 
dows, arches, and so on, and when it 
was begun, all of the workmen brought 
tools and equipment with them to do 
the work that was needed. 

The measuring devices in those days 
were rather crude — they were wooden 
sticks or standards as they were called. 
They were of uniform lengths with 
notches and marks for varying pur- 
poses. Each trade had its own special 
standard, its own wooden measuring 
device. 

Not all was peaceful in the little 
community, however. There were 
those who would tear down, who would 
destroy, who would not want the tem- 
ple — this monument to reflect the 
feelings of the community, and they 
conspired together to do something 
about it. 

It was agreed among these con- 
spirators that they would select a per- 
son to go to the superintendent’s con- 
struction office or shack every few days 
after dark and trim a little qff the 
wooden standards — just a little bit so 
that it wouldn’t show the next morning 


— it wouldn’t be noticed. They were 
sure that in doing this the temple would 
be crooked, tilted, that the spires and 
the windows and arches, when put in 
place, would lean one way or the other, 
that the temple would be a disgrace to 
the community. The work proceeded, 
and, every few days after dark, one of 
the critics made his way to the work- 
shack and removed just a little bit from 
the standards. 

Finally, the temple was completed, 
and it was a beautiful temple. Every- 
thing was square, everything was 
straight, level, true and the measure- 
ments were perfect. One of the dissi- 
dents could stand the pressure no 
longer, and he found his way surreptiti- 
ously to the office of the superinten- 
dent of construction and said, “There 
are some among us who have con- 
spired, and they have been in your of- 
fice every few days and have trimmed 
just a little bit from your standards, 
from your measurement devices which 
you use — it was hoped that the temple 
would not be finished properly.” 

“Oh,” said the superintendent, “that 

didn’t bother us. You see, every day we

checked our standards and there’s our 
temple — straight, square, level, beauti- 
ful.” 

You will probably not be involved in 
building a temple, but the lifestyle that 
you build for yourself and for your 
loved ones deserves your best effort — 
your bes t standards. .« V J v , :
